The new tarill bill imposes s duty of one
oent & pound on the low grades of mw sugar
and on syrups, which, estimating errups at
teu pounds to the gullon, would make an ad-
ditional charge of ten centa s gallon to the
consumer. In addition it will be remombared
that our prosant [free-trade Secretary of the
Troasury orders that the weight of packages
nhall be added, and duty charged upon them
On the bettor grades of raw sugar the new
bill impogses a duty of one and a hall cents a
pound ; oa rafined sugar, two and a halfcents;
and on colored sugar and candy, five conts.
On such qualities of sugar ns are required
for table ase, and for preserviog firuits, the
people are to pay twoand a half cents n
pound tax for the benefit of Loulsiana sugar
plantors. To whatend? Will they ever beable
tomakesngat without this Governmunt favor-
itism? Nobodybelieveathat they will, Neither
soll mor climate ave goiog to be improved
by protection, nor labor cheapened, aud aa
the produation Is made by slave labor, there
is no excuse of the low wagus of pauper labor
in Europe to offer as a reason for protection
In the case of ron and coal there is some ex-
case for euormous doties, in political neces-
sity, as thesapport of Peunsyivania i: needed
to carry the tari{ bill, uud it s thought that
the Stats may be secured to the Republicans
by conceding It all it can ask on its spocial-
ftlen. - But neither the tariff bill nor the Re-
publican party will get any support from
Loulsisna. It will pocket the twyand a hall
cants & pound on its sugar, taken out of the
pocketsof our farmors and laborers, and abuse
the party aod the peopls who pay it this
tribute. Noobe will pretend that this duty
doss not increass the cost of sagar to pre-
clsely that amount to the consumer. It
comes with particnlsr hardships oo
Northera farmers and laborers, The tarifl
bill provides no protection to Northern
farmers which can componsate for the tax on
this one article, although it does provide a
nice protection ou hay and pumipkins, The
Louisians sugar-planters are supported by
Goveroment bounties. It would be far het-
ter that they shonld be retired from business
on Goverument peosious, and the sugsr
trado thrown open.

Another sop Is offered to the Southern
Cerberus in the shape of a duty of filly ceats
& poand on all kinds of ¢igars, aod ten per
ceol. ad wvalorem; teén cents & pound and
twenty-fve per cent. ad valorem on leaf to-
bacgo; being probibitory on all but bigh-
pricod qualities.

Pennsylvania has, of course, had her own
wiay in adjusting the tariff, and bas cut i
thick on every thiog in the sbape of ironand
coal. On bar iron, which is made to iuclude
slabs, blooms, sod every thing moveadvanced
than pig iron, the duty i fiftesn dollars a

The necessities of Governmant require »
heavy tax upon imports, and make it neces
sary that it should be adjusted with sowme
regard to nuiformity, to prevent (is being
oppressive. Bven a horizontsl tariff would
provide all the protection that manufscturums
need—that iy, if they need any, which we
deny=~but this bill sacrifices revenne to pro-
taction, and has saddled the Republican party
with & systewn which Las been thoroughly
sontested in this country and besten, and
will be beaten agaio, as often as it in fairly
bronght before the people.

Retwrn of the Jows to Palsstine.

The religious editor of the Obio Siate
Journal says that avents are dow transpiring
which Indicate n gensral motement of the
Jows 1o repossess the promissd land, “The
tide of progreis, after & lapse of centories,
seema to have fidely tnrned {n that direction,
and tbe prayers long offered by that scat-
tored people may be sald to be haatening to
ita Malfillment,”” The Journal wstates that
liberal propositions have heen mads by the
Sultan of Tarkey for the enconragement of
Jewish emigration to Palestine, bot holde
that these avents are more in consequence of
prophesy than of Turkish liberality; and that
“to the reader of the yet nnfulfilled pages of
Revalation they polut to what' as it respects
the Jewish nation, “propbets and kings
have long waited for, “but dled without the
pight.”

In régard to “ the prayer long offered by
that scattored people,” there is probably a
migtake of fscl, The prayera for the restora-
tion of the Jews have been chiefly offernd by
devout Christinns, who huve insisted that the
Scriptores shonld be fulfilled in this way.
The Hebraws thomselves have taken all pro-
per wmeats to show that they are jost us much
native in the countries where they are born,
as muy othor people, and that they deaire no
restoration, It seems singular that Tartare,
and SBazons, and even Africans, should have
facilities of transmigration to any country,
auil of becoming native to it, while it ia in-
ginied that the Hebrews sbiall be regarded
as exiles, tarrying in the wilderness, and
longing for a return to Palestine.

Thie Christian idea is that the Hebrews are
uuder a curse, and it is very creditable to
Christianity that it should wish it removed.
Bat 5o far as temporal prospority is con-
cerned, there are no signs of the disfuvor of
God, nod in this country, where thers aré no
political distinctions on mecount of religion,
thoy have equal rights with all. This is all
that they nele or need, and this will answer
every purpose, except the falfillment of o cer-
tain interpretation of the prophesies, But
these can only be fulfilled by a reatoration of
the Jewn to favor ne God's peculinr people,
when all other nations would be outside bar-
barians, or “dogs,"" ms the Hebrews used
to call them, whea they monepolized
divine favor. Even converts to the Hebrew
religion were not regarded worthy to
enter the Temple, but bad the privilege of &
pen ontside, o wiew of this, the prayerful
anxiety of Christians seema curlous, But it
is clear that nothiog less thao this will be
sael & vestoration as is prayed for, The
Hebrews enjoy the highest temporal pros-
perity now, Thay are also natives of coun-
trles compared with which Palestine is u
desert; therefore the only restoration that
can better their condition is & return of the
pecaliar favor of God. We doubt if the peo-
ple who are praying for this would like to
bave their prayers answered in the only pos-
sible way. God's purposes required achosen
people once; they bave been worked out or
abandoned, and certainly to re-establish such
a favoritism now would not glorify his
Jastice,

A Nuahville paper anticipates s difficulty
In the way of s reatoration to Palestine, from
the fact that the Hebrews are not now an
agricultural people, and, therefore, the pro-
grest of the nation wounld be crippled by the
waot of the means of subsistence, But the
fuct ia, they never were an sgricnltural people;
(they wope pastoral, and probably would re-
turn readily to that mode of living, in a
gountry adapted to it. This bent was une
doubtedly given to the Hebrew mind by the
Divine favor shown to Abasl, who firit intro-
duped pastoral life, over Cain, who undertook
agriculture; Abel's offerivg of flesh having
been received with bigh favor, while the
fruite snd vegetibles of Caln met a cold re-
esption, But if the restoration of the He-
brews is roally necessary to the fulfillment of
prophbesy, the means will be provided, and
furue to suggest difficultios and wonder bow
Chod Is to overcome them, is only redoolng
Omuipotence to our puny dimensions.

Theodore Parker hias been removed in the
maturity of bis marvellous faculties and pow-
wre, befure completing his fftieth yoar; hav
I 1g peifurmed an immense amount of brain.
work ns a scholar, a thinker, n philanthro
pist and » reformter, yet leaving undone
mich that his teeming mind and noble heart
were constantly projecting. He had a large
ambition, but [t was to serve hia race, and to
banish superstition and error from the earth
His ability to scquire knowledgo in every di-
rection was most extracrdinary, yet not
greater than hia disposition to use that knowl-
edge with unbounded prodigality for the en-
lightenment sod weltare of his fellow-men.
Fow men have ever gmncwtd auch powers of
analysis and classification, reasoning from
cause Lo effect, and showiog the relation of
thinges on s broad and philosophical basia,
His works will be a splendid legncy to pos-
terity. They are moreread and better known
in Europe than those of auy other etbical
writer in America, and have already revolu-
tionized the (deas and opinious of a vast mul-
titude on both sides of the Atlantie. How-
ever open to criticism in some reapects, they
challen upiversal sdmirstion for their
schiolarly proficiency sud moral independ-
ence.

His denth makes & vold 8o great that
it seers difficult to conjecture how iteun ever
be filled; but Divine Providence ia nover put
to auy extremity, and none of its desigus are
ever folled by the reworal of any man, how-
ever useful or great. We join, with & great
wultitude, {n proferiog our tenderest sympa-
thies to bis estimable widow, who was &0 em-
inently worthy to be the partuer of ooe so
widely renowned, aad to whom ho was 50
largely indelited for the Joyu and felicitles of
domestic life,

The Lats Wm: O, Preston's Opinlon of the
Union.

Mr, Preston’s eye lighted up, und his five
form dilated to something of its ancient wa-
jesty, when he spoke of the l:znlt; of Virs

inia to the Union. He called her the “old
ag-ship,” and sald whenever there was
danger of u collislon betweon opposite ex-
tretes, without raiging o il or moving a
paddle, she drifted across the channel and
thus preserved the peace. When we bear in
mind the tendency of age and disease 1o en-
gender distrust, despondency and despair,
even In the stoutest bearts we ouu not but
admire the elasticity of apirit which, amid
the heaviogs and surgings of the political
